economically disadvan- 
taged students in the 
program's 10-year history. 

Freshman Foundation 
students have received a 
total of $15 million in finan- 
cial aid since 1970, includ- 
ing state and federal 
grants, loans, work-study 
and private scholarships. 
The university has pro- 
vided more than $2.5 mil- 
lion of the total to 
supplement funding from 
other sources. 

The Freshman Founda- 
tion Program has been 
widely studied. and is a 
national model both for 
minority recruitment and 
continued academic and 
social support for students 
after enroliment. 

The Graduate and Pro- 
fessional Schools Visita- 


stion Days Program has 


shown similar accomplish- 
ment and was cited by the 
1976 report of the National 
Board on Graduate Educa- 
tion as one of the most suc- 
cessful such efforts in the 
nation. As early as 1973, 
‘Ohio State was recognized 
in_a major survey as the 
number-one producer of 
Black Ph.D.s in the nation. 

Under the program, 
about 250 top minority col- 
lege graduates are brought 
to the Ohio State campus 
annually. Traditionally, 80 
percent of these students 
apply for admission. 

Since the program began 
in 1971, the university has 


committed more than $4 


million in feliowships for 
support of minority gradu- 
ate students, offering 
about 100 fellowships 
annually.

originating from major 
cities in ‘the. country and: 
perhaps Africa, Johnson 
has been negotiating with 
blacks in Atlanta and St. 
Louis: to heip. them 
establish cable systems 
whereby the first cable 
network may be operated.

“Our subscribers ere 
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delighted to be on the 
system and to some extent 
a little frustrated.” he said. 
“They're a little frustrated 
because it takes a while to 
get to them.” 

Presently more than 
4,000 homes are receiving 
KBLE while more than 
twice that number are 
waiting for cable lines to 
reach their homes, 
Johnson said. The fran-

available to install the 
units, but he is not critical. 
“Recognizing that we've 
built over 115 miles of cable 
in less than eight months, 
that’s a very fast rate of 
production,” he said, 
adding that rain. and sngw 
hampered a great rate of 
installation. 

Still, he said. “Our paceis 
unmatched by any cable 
system in this city.” John- 
son, said 75 percent of the 
cable lines have been com- 
pleted. with the incomplete 


‘portion waiting for clear- 


ance to lay the lines under- 
ground.’ He said greater 
numbers of people calling 
for KBLE have not been 
met primarily because of 
problems with the people 
who install the system.

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Ohio voters may be asked this 
November to consider adopting 
an initiative to amend to the State 
Constitution. The proposal now 
being debated, known as the 
“Merit Plan for Selection of 
Judges,”” would dramatically 
revise the system under which 
Supreme and Appellate Court 
judges are selected. 

Plan sponsors say that passage 
of ‘the initiative would eliminate 
“blind voting" or “recognition vot- 
ing” and assure that. judges for 
the Supreme and Appellate 
Courts are selected based on 
“legal training, judicial tempera- 
ment and integrity.” 

Under the. plan as currently 
proposed, after two years on the 
bench, judges would face voters 
in a retention election and would 
be required to obtain 55 percent 
of vote to keep their seat. 

We are all for integrity, legal 
training, and judicial tempera- 
ment in our courts. However, we 
think that blacks, especially black 
lawyers, should be quite circums- 
pect in dealing with this issue. 

To start: we would remind both 
black lawyers and black voters

lawyers now practicing in the 
state of Ohio only two have 
advanced beyond the Municipal 
and Common Pleas Courts. And 
that both were initially appointed 
by governors. 

U.S. Judge Robert M. Duncan, 
of the Columbus Southern Dis- 
trict, was serving on the Munici- 
pal Court when Gov. James A. 
Rhodes named him to the 
Supreme Court, the first black to 
serve on this bench. ° 

When Judge Duncan resigned 
to accept appointment to the Mil- 
itary Appeals Court in Washing- 
ton, D.C., Judge,Lioyd O. Brown 
of Cleveland was chosen as Dun- 
can’s successor by then Gov. 
John J. Gilligan. 

Despite the vote-getting power 
of the name Brown, Judge Brown 
was overwhelmingly defeated in 
the contest to retain his seat. 
Thus it would seem that effective- 
ness in the ‘“name-game’”’ still 
depends on the color-of-the-skin 
game. 

Although the plan has merit, we 
will await the collective senti- 
ments of black lawyers before 
either endorsing or rejecting the 
proposal. 


-Carl’s Betrayal 
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_ What Congressman Louis 
Stokes lacks in imagination he 
further squanders on misguided 
political logic. 


Inviting former mayor Carl B. 
Stokes to speak before the 21 Dis- 
trict supporters, where he casti- 
gated black leaders’ support of 
Councilman Basil Russo, was 
poor political logic. on. the con- 
gressman's part. He exposed in 
that one gesture his weak links to 
grassroots organizations and 
revealed his sagging political for- 
tunes. It's apparent that Cong. 
Stokes has lived so long in the 
white environment of Congress 
that he has forgotten the prob- 
lems of black people in their ever- 
yday struggle. 


LAGOS -- Nigeria, (as the first 
white woman of the country called it) 
is busy trying to wear off the scars of 
colonialism. Caught between ever 
higher problem (believe it or not) of 
petroleum profits and a proliferating 
population,its military leadership has 
turned to a civilian government for 
economic growth. 

On October 1, 1979, Alhaji Shehu 
Shagari, first executive president of 
Nigeria and other elected public offi- 
cials took office and control of the 
country under a U. S. type constitu- 
tion. It is not known whether the wife 
of the new president of Nigeria will 
rename the region as did the first Eng- 
lish colonalist governor general's 
spouse. 

Still the job of unifying Nigeria with 
its numerous different tribes (plus 
200 at least) is a necessity for the 
country. Counting Nigerians alone is 
an awesome task - tallying above 80 
million people. Whatever her internal 
problems, Nigeria with her petroleum 
is the most powerful and populous 
black nation in the world. 

Leadership for blacks in diaspora 
in the arts, culture and all the different 
professions and business can come 
from Lagos, so long as it remains the 
black capital of that country. 

However, Nigérians need not gloat 
in their greatness. While living in 
Lagos and nosing around the Niger- 
ian countryside, one thing that 
becomes painfully clear is the confu- 
sion of poverty and prosperity 
planted in the country. Two-thirds of 
Nigeria's 80 million people are living 
at subsistence living standards at 
only about $420 per person per year. 

Even residents of Mississippi have 
incomes of 12 times higher, the low- 
est level of income in the U. S. at 
$5,529. An annual income of $15 bil- 
lion when divided up among Nigeria's 
multitudinous population cannot 
Provide sufficient economic growth. 
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And though Carl Stokes 


ck 


remains a sentimental favorite in 
Cleveland, he no longer carries 
the clout or glamour to redeem 
Louis’ lackluster performance in 


his district. Moreover, many black..-- 


voters have never forgiven Carl's 
abrupt departure and still view it 
as a form of political betrayal. 

Many blacks expected from his 
tenure as mayor accomplish- 
ments similar to those taking 
place in Atlanta, Detroit, Gary, 
and Washington, D.C. 

Carl's decision not to run fora 
third term created a_ political 
vacum in this town from which 
blacks have yet to recover. His 
departure further delayed a pro- 
cess so optimistically heralded 
during the Stokes Administration 
-- the transfer of political power to 
black people.

Economic growth is necessary to 
provide jobs and industrializations.

Most economists and government offi- 
cials readily agree that black people 
suffer disproportionately from unem- 
ployment. At the present time, the unem- 
ployment rate among black workers is 
11.3%compared to an overall rate of 6%. 
For young black workers, the situation is 
even worse -- about one- third of all black 
teenagers lack decent jobs. These dan- 
gerously high unemployment levels 
among blacks prompted Alfred Malabre 
of the Wall Street Journal to remark that 
“amid America's prosperity, a depression 
is in progress.” 

Malabre, who is certainly not prone to 
exaggeration or overstatement has iden- 
tified one of the most perplexing and 
potentially explosive problems -.of our 
economy -- the stubborn persistence of 
an economic depression within the black 
community. For at least ten years now, 
the economic condition of black Ameri- 
cans has been relatively static. And black 
unemployment rates have remained at 


While | note the enormous differences 
here between the national and black 
unemployment rates, | am not suggesting 
that the problem is exclusively or even 
primarily a racial one. True, some blacks 
are jobless because of-racial discrimina- 
tion on the part of employers. But the vast 
majority of jobless blacks are the victims 
of “color-blind” economic policies which 
destroy thousands of unskilled, semi- 
skilled and service jobs irrespective of 
racial considerations. . 

As happened during other recessions,

Making state laws is the most unique busi- 
ness in the entire nationa. unlike industry or 
any other business, state lawmakers never 
have to worry, about running out of work. 
Regardless of reeessions, depressions for a 
booming economy, our complex society is 
geared to keep the law-making wheels stead- 
ily turning. 

Aside from the endless demands of making 
new laws, legislators are always pressured to 
repeal certain laws and add more teeth to oth- 
ers.

Then 
too, just about everyone of the 33 States Sena- 
tors and 99 House members, have some pet 
legislation stemming from personal experien- 
ces in their own districts or elsewhere in the 
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pportunities 


For Young People 


If we as a nation wanted to give all our young 
people the skills training and job experiences 
they need, we would do so. 

Let's look at some of the supposed causes of 
youth unemployment. One is that the econ- 
omy isn't creating enough jobs for all. That's 
true. 

But it Is creating enough jobs to provide 
work for many. And blacks lag in getting that 
work -- with black youth at the end of the line. 

Another supposed cause is the minimum 
wage. | reject that absolutely. After the last 
hike-in the minimum wage white youth unem- 
ployment declined while black rates went up. 
If the proponents of the minimum wage argu- 
ment were right one would expect rates for 
both races to’rise. They didn't which suggests 
that race is bigger factor than the level of the 
minimum wage. ; 

The minimum wage argument is not really 
concerned with black youth; it is part of a 
general effort to restrain the gains of labor. A

workers in construction, manufacturing, 
and unskilled positions experience the 
highest unemployment rates. Consider 
these statistics: In June the unemploy- 


“ment rate for construction workers (black 


and white) was 9.6%; the rate for manu- 
facturing workers was 7.7%; the rate for 
common laborers was 10.3%; and the rate 
for service workers was 7.2%. By contrast, 
the jobless rate for whjte collar workers 
was 3.4%, and the rate for technical and 
professional employees was only 2.5%. 

These statistics, | think, unmistakably 
demonstrate that unemployment dis- 
criminates by class rather than color. In 
short black unemployment is so high 
today because the vast majority of black 
workers are concentrated in occupations 
and industries -- automobile manufactur- 
ing, services, retail trade, apparel, and 
construction -- that are especially vulner- 
able to drastic cutbacks during econmic 
slowdowns. .

we must begin by recognizing the class- 
nature of the problem, Such a recognition 
leads us to advocate a braod - range of 
economic policis designed to reduce the 
unemployment levels of all blue - collar 
and service workers. 

In this respect, black people and their 
organizations must challenge the restric- 
tive economic policies of the present 
Administration. a. 

it makes little sense, for example, to talk 
about solutions to high black unemploy- 
ment when the\Federal Reserve Board 
deliberately tightens the money supply to 


State. 

—A bill introduced in the House during the 
112th General Assembly without success and 
reintroduced in the present 113th General 
Assembly by Rep. John Thompson Jr., (D- 
Cleveland), is a case in point. 

The theft of a community-owned snow rem- 
oval vehicle, prompted Thompson to sponsor 
H.B. 456 earlier this year. The snow plow had 
been purchased jointly by. residents of 
Thompson's block. During the big crippling 
1978 blizzard, the $800 plus vehicle was stolen 
from the garage of one of the co-owners. 

Thompson knowing from experience that if 
the rip-off artist was caught, he would proba- 
bly be let off with a light fine or a few days in 
jail or the workhouse, if convicted. The only 
benefit to the vehicle owners would be the 
consolation of knowing the thief had been put 
away. Thompson decided that this wasn't 
enough and presented a bill designed to 
require the convicted thief to make restitution 
for the stolen property instead of imprison- 
ment or fines. The restitution would be made 
through the court in which the suspect was

With such constituency in place, the Car- 
ter Administration or any other future 
administration will find it politically unte- 
nable to adopt economic policies which 
purposely destroy the jobs of working 
people. ; 

To build such a constituency, we must 
increase the political muscle of fhe black 
community by registering people to vote, 
and by stressing the importance of sup- 
porting candidates who are’ unambigu- 
ously committed to the goal of full 
employment. 

Assuming our candidates win, we must 
then continue the pressure for full 
employment. As we learned from the 
election of President Carter in 1976, the 
process of social change does not end 
with an electoral victory; it begins at that 
point. We must press our demands every — 
day; we must out-organize and out-lobby 
the political groups that oppose full 
employment policies. And we must-con- 
stantly Strengthen our political power at 
the community level so that both our 
friends and enemies will be aware that the 
black vote counts. =

Policies that obtain sucha 
score, can be read and understood by 10th 
graders, Calabrese said. 

Gov. Rhodes is expected to sign the bill 
which was sent to him with the unanimous 
approval of both the Senate and the House. 

In the meantime, the House-passed bill to 
restore the death penalty in Ohio, was still 
bogged down in the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee: at this writing.

The law insists that 
if a personis a member of a 
party committing the 
robbery and one member 
commits-murder, all party 
members are guilt of 
murder. 

Now how could the court 
in the Ucker trial reduce the 
aggravated murder charge 
to murder -- which would 
have allowed for paroleina 
few short years -- while 
Robertson -must-waste 
away in prison for life? It 
has the odor of double jus- 
tice one way or another. 

Ucker was found not 
guilty in the Bond murder 
and that matter rests in its 
grave, but how could the 
court reduce charges 
before the jury had decided 


on guilt? The court did not™ 


reduce charges against 
Robertson, although the 
young man tried to explain 
that his whole action in the 
robbery and shooting was 
under duress.
